Growing In A 
Canvon Home 

New Mountainside Dwelling 
Thought To Be Most 
Unique On The Coast

Canyon Park, long famed as 
one of the most picturesque nooks 
in California, can now boast of 
the most unique dwelling on the 
Pacific Coast, the new home of 
Mr. and Mrs. H. Escherich, at 
794 Woodland Drive. A family 
dinner and reunion marked its 
completion ^ 

The new home is within a 
stone’s throw of the Little Santa 
Anita dam. It might fittingly be 
called a house “up a tree” for it 
climbs up the hillside in receding 
layers five stories, with half a 
dozen massive oaks rising up 
through its center, the* upper 
stories being literally in the tree 
tops. Ingenious architecture con¬ 
trived cosy effects on each suc¬ 
ceeding floor, without in any way 
narnessing the stalwart loveliness 
of the giant oaks. 

The garage is on the ground 
floor, running from the drive. Up¬ 
stairs is a large room. At the 
west a winding stone stairway 
leads to a wide area surrounding 
the roots and trunks of the trees. 
In back there is another room, 
then on above that a sitting room, 
with a wide veranda built into 
the trees, the trunks rising up 
through the floor, with the upper 
branches spreading out for shade. 

! Then on up again to the sleeping 
quarters mounting to the very 
peak of the hill. And strange as 
the new home appears, the in¬ 
terior provides the maximum of 
convenience and comfort.

New Central Ave. 
Subdivision Is 
Ok*d By The City 

Another Sierra Madre sub¬ 
division is ready to be mar¬ 
keted. On a recommendation 
by the Planning Commission 
the City Council last night 
unanimously approved plats of 
the Fowler tract, subdivision 
No. 10,668. 

The property consists of 
nearly five acres fronting 490 
feet on the North side of West 
Central avenue, at Park ave¬ 
nue, on which there is an 

orange grove. It extends 
through the block to West 
Montecito avenue, which was 
recently paved. 

The contemplated Central im¬ 
provement is said to have 
caused the owners to place the 
plot on the market at this 

time. 

The lots, as approved by the 
Council, have a depth to 150 
feet to the Central avenue 

frontage. Those fronting on 
West Montecito have a depth 
of 290 feet. 

Council approved the Plan¬ 
ning Commission’s adoption of 
the Jacaranda as the offlcail 
tree for planting in the park¬ 
ing on Ramona avenue. 


Santa Claus’ i 
Work Shop 
To Open Here 

Toys And Dolls Will Be Re¬ 
conditioned For Distribu¬ 
tion By Xmas Eve 

Being assistants to Santa Claus 
will be more than just a “night 
before Christmas” job for the 
firemen— and their wives— this 
year. To make sure that the 
children of Sierra Madre have a 
real, merry Christmas they have 
started on the job already. 

In a few days a real Santa 
Claus workship will be opened up 
in a Central avenue storeroom. 
Here the firemen and members 
of their auxiliary will repair and 
rejuvenate discarded and broken 
dolls and all manner of toys, 
tools, vehicles—and apparel. 

The women have agreed to look 
after the doll hospital where bat¬ 
tered, passe dolls of yesteryear 
will be nursed back to good con¬ 
dition and outfitted with crinkly, 
modish new garments—all ready 
to accompany Santa Cluas on his | 
annual joy ride. The men will re¬ 
pair and renew toys that have 
lost their attraction for their 
owners, or that have come into 
disuse through accidents. 

Of course the public must help. 
Children who are no longer in¬ 
terested , in their toys, and the 
heads of households where there 
are such things, must contribute 
the material with which to assist , 
in bringing the Christmas spirit 
to the city. Until the workshop Is 
opened, dolls and toys may be i 
left at the fire station in the 
City Hall, or at the office of 
The ATeics. Or if it is not conven¬ 
ient to bring them downtown, • 
phone the fire station or The 
Nmes and a fireman wfTl call for 
them. 

The mechanically minded fire¬ 
men will do the repair work. 
Those who made the fire appara¬ 
tus sparkle with red and gmld 
paint will do the paint jobs neces¬ 
sary on the toys. The 20 firemen 
wili be divided into crews, each 
specializing in its particular line. 
And so with the women in the 
doll hospital and outfitting estab¬ 
lishment. 

The work begins at once. The 
firemen ask that those who have 
, any toys that may be rejuvenated 
! send or bring them in at once 
i so that all of the material with 
which they are to work shall not 
tie unloaded upon them at the 
last moment and in order that 
no child may be denied the Joy 
he or she may be denied through 
| lack of time. 

They must be made ready for 
distribution by Santa Claus on 
that greatest of all nights—the 
night before Christmas. They will 
of course, be distributed among 
j the children who would otherwise 
have no toys on Christmas.

CLEAR AND WARMER 
FOR THIS WEEK END 
CAYS COL. HERSEY 

"Clear skies, gradually warmer 
weather . . " this will be the 
climatic dish for Sierra Madre 
this weekend, according to a fore¬ 
cast today by Col. H. B. Hersey. 
United States government meteor¬ 
ologist. 

Rainfall so far this season, 
while considerably more than for 
the corresponding period last year, 
is still somewhat less than normal 
according to Col. Hersey. Rainfall 
statistics tabulated at the meteor¬ 
ological station at hiF home on 
Scenic Point, showed a precipita¬ 
tion of .24 inches for the last 
storm, 1.31 inches for this sea¬ 
son, and only .15 inches for the 
same period last year. At the 
city pumping plant the figures 
gave .22 inches for the storm, .78 
inches for the season, and .12 
inches for the same period last 
/ year. 


I BIG GAIN HERE 
IN TRANSFERS 
OF REAL ESTATE I 

Corresponding with a gain 
of over $46,000 in building per¬ 
mits Issued in Sierra Madre 
during the month of October, 
there was an increase of 35.71 
per cent in the volume of real 
estate transfers in the same 
period. 

Nineteen deeds, one mort¬ 
gage and six trust deeds were 
filed in October affecting local 
real estate, compared with 14 
deeds, one mortgage and 12 
trust deeds for September. 

While real estate transfers 
as evidenced by deed filings in 
the incorporated cities in Los ] 
Angeles County were one-fifth 
less in number than they were 
in October 1930, there was a 
gain of over 3 per cent in com¬ 
parison with September 1931, 
according to the California 
Title insurance Company. 

There were 8 new subdivi¬ 
sions, containing a total of 66 
lots, opened in the County last 
month, bringing the total num¬ 
ber of new tracts filed since 
the first of the year up to 94, 
embracing 2339 parcels of land. 

Fire Creeps Into 
Pasadena When Its 
Firemen Refuse Aid 

Refusal of the Pasadena fire 
department to answer a call, and 
delay in summoning the county 
equipment from La Canada, saw 
$1,000 go up in smoke at 245 
South Huntington Drive, a week 
ago. The fire started in a gar¬ 
age, and before it was put out it 
was across the Pasadena line, 
which is 150 feet from the spot 
where the blaze originated. 

Repeated calls were sent to the 
Pasadena department. “You’ll 
have to call La Canada," came 
back the answer. “We have or¬ 
ders not to answer calls outside 
the city limits." 

Two engines from Pasadena ar¬ 
rived on the scene about the same 
time as the La Canada equipment 
to find the fire had reached their 
own territory. If they had re¬ 
sponded on the first call, and 
protected the property on the 
city side of the line, there would 
have been little damage.

Mrs. Ellen Coll Barker, school 
nurse and member of the execu¬ 
tive committee, stated yesterday 
that it cost $200 to feed the under¬ 
nourished children the past month. ' 
She said, “We are giving 51 child¬ 
ren one good hot, satisfying 
meal each school day. 

"I have been asked if I am 
sure all these children absolutely 
need food, and I wish to state 
most emphatically that there can ; 
be no doubt about it. Also this 
does not represent 51 families, as ' 
often there are three or four 
children in one family. Where : 
the father has not been working 
regularly, all the children show 
the effect of a cut in food. 

Must Be Well Fed 

“Sometimes I think that peo¬ 
ple forget that cutting down the 
food supply of a child is a totally ■ 
different matter than cutting ] 
down the food supply of an adult. 

A child is a growing animal and < 
a growing animal suffers a great ] 
deal more from impaired nourish- ,, 
ment than one that ha.s passed ,, 
the growing stage. The after ef- , 
fects of privation are much more i 
severe in children. 

“This season of depression has - 
caused actual suffering in the , 
most surprising quarters. I have 
investigated all these cases, every i 
one, and there is no unneeded 
food being given away. 

“I wish that any one who is ] 
hesitating to give for fear the 
money is not being put to the 
best and most economical use 
would come to headquarters, or to i 
me, and find out just what we j 
are doing. Without violating any 
confidences or giving out personal 
information. I am sure we can 
convince the most skeptical. 

“We are operating with the 
] minimum of overhead. Through 
the efforts of our chairman, the i 
i room used as headquarters is giv- 
; en to us rent free by the owner

beds or borders or planted in 
front of shrub masses. As they 
grow medium high they can be 
used in front of taller annuals 
such as snap dragons or lark¬ 
spur. 

The Bismark varieties are an 
improved strain that are heavily 
branched and very double. The 
blossoms often overlap each other 
and press together to load the 
stem with a solid mass of color. 
The fragrance is delicious, re¬ 
minding one of the perfume of 
the clove pinks. Stocks come in 
many shades of lavender, purple, 
pink, rose, majenta-red and pure 
white. They prefer sunshine and 
must have good drainage. Plant 
one to one and a half feet apart. 

Snapdragons are indispensable 
in the winter garden for masses 
of color. They grow medium to 
tall and can usually be used for 
backgrounds for other annuals. 
They come in pink, rose, orange, 
yellow, red and white, in fact 
every shade but blue. They should 
be planted one to one and one 
half feet apart in the full sun¬ 
shine. 

Calendulas are the easiest of 
all the winter annuals to grow 
and will give a great abundance 
of bloom all winter. They are ex¬ 
cellent for beds or borders and 
are not particular about soil con¬ 
ditions. They grow about one 
foot high, come in yellow or 
orange colors and should be 
planted about one foot apart. 

Pansies are so well known that 
they require no description. They 
want rich soil and plenty of 
water. Do not plant in shade of 
trees or buildings if you want 
winter bloom as they need the 
heat of the sun to make them 
flower. Plant about 12 inches 
apart in beds or borders. 

Violas are used where a mass 
of bright blue is needed. They 
are like small pansies. They 
should also have rich soil and 
be planted closer together than 
pansies. They grow low to the 
ground and are splendid for bor¬ 
ders in front of annuals or shrubs, 
around the base of small trees 
or standard roses or wherever 
an edging or mass of color is 
needed. 

Small plants of the above an¬ 
nuals can be secured at small 
cost or they can be grown from 
seed although it is too late now 
to get winter bloom from seed as 
the seed should be planted in 
July and August. If young plants 
are set out now they will soon 
begin to bloom. If grown from 
seed they will not bloom until 
Spring.

There are many hardy varieties 
of lilies available on the Pacific 
coast. Indeed there are lilies for 
most every climate, including the 
Regale, Auratum, Rubrum, Ti- 
grinum. Album, and Giganteum, 
all of which may be grown where 
the winters are mild, and the 
summers hot. 

To this list may be added 
Henryi, Magnificum, Melpomme, 
and others, which grow luxuriant¬ 
ly in the higher altitudes with 
more severe winters, and there 
is considerable rainfall. 

The Madonna Lily (Lilium Can- 
didum) usually opens the lily 
planting season. This lily should
